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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First of all, the Applicant has not amended the 
negative limitations as discussed by the Examiner in the Final Office Action, "Response to Amendment and Argument". The Applicant 
stated that FIG. 2, steps 202-208 shows that it does not require any input by the user. However, this conflicts with FIG. 1 wherein the 
computation seems to be computed based on the input images i and j which may resulted from the input of user of whether taken by 
camera or other input devices. This resulted a requirement of the specification to further provide a full, clear, concise, and exact terms or 
"a literal basis" to clearly shows that the invention is independent from user input. In addition, Applicant's opinions of Chang's teaching on 
page 926, 2nd column is not an explicitly teaching and therefore cannot be used to disclose the limitation. The Examiner disagrees; 
clearly Chang discloses the computation without the input of user . 
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
